CHAP. LXXXU. 

An Act to provide for procuring a 
portrait of the late Governor C. C. Ste- 
venson. Appropriates the sum of 
$500 for an oil painting after the style 
and manner of other portraits of ex- 
Governors now in. the Governor’s of- 
fice, to be paid for when duly accepted 
by the Board of Examiners. 

CHAP. LXXXIII, 


An Act for the’relief of Company 
‘“‘B,’’ Nevada National Guard. Appro- 
priates $400 to replace lockers and gun 
racks destroyed by fire at the Emmitt 
Guard Armory on March 15, 1891. 


CHAP. LXXXIV. 


An Act for the relief of T. H. Welfs.

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THE NEW UNIVERSITY. 


An IAsstitution of Learning That 
Will be Worthy the Name. 


Senator Stanford, in speaking to a 


sity at Palo Alto, says: ‘I have 
talked ‘over the University matters 
with Prof. Jordan, and I expect him 


out here some time during April. 
In any event he will be here by June. 
The University will be opened at least 
for the freshman class by October. 
Of course, in time, the University 
will be complete from the kindergar- 
ten to the post-graduate course, but 
that can only be after a viilage has 
grown up around the University. 

‘“‘When the University opens there 
will be accommodation for about 700 
pupils in the dormitories. My idea is 
not to build big dormitories, but to 
have 20 or 25 im each, thus making a 
sort of club. 

‘*The thechnical department of the 
school I propose to bave more com- 
plete. There is no use filling a lad 
with learning and then turning him 
out to earn his living when he does 
wot know how. We will teach him, 
then, to use his hands. Any profes- 
sion he chosses he can take up and 
learn there. By this course, 1 think 
we will turn out an improvement on 
the usual graduate from Eastern col- 
leges. 

‘* Young fellows—nice, bright and 
well-taught’ boys—come to me con- 
tinually with letters from friends, 
asking for positions for them, and yet 
there is nothing they can do. They 
have to begin, then, right at the bot- 
tom and learn how to work.’’

pean asks one of them whether he has:

an angel from heaven, or ‘Sahib speaks 
like ons born in the land.’ 
“Thi; characteristic belongs to the 
Moha-=:medans as well. I remember a 
-youn.; Methodist minister who came 
out asa missionary. His wife was one 
of these assertive, managing sort of 
women, with just a touch of the har- 
ridan in her makeup. Native shrewd- 
'ness was not long in finding this out. 
Now the Mohammedan word for such a 
woman is ‘boo-ree-yah,’ with the accent 
on the first syllable, and the word for 
evil is. ‘hoo-rah-ee,’ with the accent on 
the second syllable. The young mis- 
\sionary was anxious to get to work as 
soon as possible, and to that end soon 
‘learned or thought he had learned the 
| Lord’s prayer in the vernacular. This 
accomplished, at the very mext gather- 
ing in the mission churgh he made use 
of it. But he ‘fell down,’ as I believe 
you call it here, on the accents, and 


"| used the,wrong word, thus praying to 


be delivered from his wife instead of 
from evil. Though the mistake was 
most ludicrous in native ears, there was 
not the least sign given that it had been 
noticed. I am quite sure as much could 
not be said if such a blunder should be 
made in this country. 

‘The Mohammedans, or, as we call 

them, ‘Moohummedans,’ are as distinct 
_in appearance from the Hindoos as they 
are in religion. Physically they are a 
much larger and according to western 
ideals a handsomer race. In the north, 
toward the hills, many of them are six 
feet tall, straight and dignified in bear- 
ing. They are not nearly so chaste a 
people as the Hindoos, their religion 
holding up to-them different ideals. 
Many both of the Mohammedans and 
Hindoos are refined, cultured and edu- 
cated. All are civilized and not the 
savages or barbarians I find so many 
people here think them. . 

“You hear much of the poverty of 
India. It is true. Sixty per cent. of 
the population never have quite enough 
toeat. Yet I have never seen in India 
the pinching, degrading poverty I have 
seen in London and New York. The 
people of India are poor because the 
population is so dense, the methods of 
production so inadequate, partly due to 
‘the existence of caste and because the 
taxes are so enormous. But with all 
_ this poverty the mass of the people find 

it relatively about as easy to make a 
living as people in Europe and America. 
Of course, on the average, they do not 
live as well, But quite as dark a pic- 
ture of life in America .or ,England can 
be written—indeed, has been written— 
as any that can be written of India. 
The differenee is that owr own expe- 
rience and observation relieves the mel- 
ancholy of the picture in one case, 
while in the other we have no other 
knowledge than the picture gives us.

| their children into the Ganges is alla 
| ‘fake.’ I never saw it done, or anyone 
' who claimed to have seen it done, or, in 
fact, ever heard there of its being done. 
itis only in England and America that 
lever heard of it. Children are loved 
there just as much as they are here. 
Motherhood is honored more. 


“The story of men throwing them- 
selves into the Ganges in fits of reli- 
gious frenzy is another fairy tale. It 
probably originated from the fact that 
at the great festival held where the 
Ganges emerges from the mountains 
into the plain, called the ‘Gate of God,’ 
in the crowds that press down to the 
river. to bathe it -happened_ formerly 
that some were pushed or crowded into 
the stream by accident and swept 
away. The government now takes pre- 
cautions to prevent such casualties. 
That such things might easily happen 
you can see for yourself when I tell you 
that I saw at the great festival in 1864 
over two million people there, accord- 
ing to the government estimate, at one 
time. When you remember that this 
festival was tocelebrate the completed 
_ ~ourse -of the constellations of the 
| zodiac through the heavens, and that 
, the ecremonial of bathi.¢ in the river 
| Was to be periormed at a sign from the 

priests that the course of the constella- 
tions was ~ completed, you wiil won- 
der that such casualties ‘were not-fright- 
ful in their extent. 

“The natives of India have no repect 
for a European who adopts their cus- 
| toms or Marries a native wife. Such
